The Government's appeal to the 
publie to save their money to buy 
war certificates somewhat changes 
the position of the Government as 
regards the problem of the high 
cost of living. The Government 
is now required to deal effectively 
with the cost of subsistence, not 
only because the business of any 
government is to protect the in- 
terests of its people, but because 
the success of the Government’s 
war finance policy depends upon 
its doing so, It is obvious that 
the publie cannot put savings into 
war certificates if they have no 
savings. It is abundantly plain 
that the present cost of living 
leaves the average family little 
enough of the weekly income, and 
that the steady increase in that 
cost is leaving the margin chat can 
be saved smaller and smaller as 
the weeks go by. If the minis- 
ters hope to find any large part 
of the war cost from the savings 
of the people they should take 
measures to increase those savings 
by eliminating price-boosting of 
all sorts from the commereial 
system. There is question 
about the willingness of our people 
to obey the innumerable admoni- 
tions to which are being 
showered upon them, nor of their 
readiness to lend the Government 
what they can save at the high 
rate of interest offered. But it is 
idle to urge people to save money 
and lend it to the Government if 
all they can earn is cousumed in 
providing their families with the 
necessities of life. If the war 
certificate scheme is to be made 
the suecess it could be and should 
be it is not advice to the publie to 
save that is needed, but action 
which will prevent the profiteers 
gobbling up what the wage-earner 
would be only too glad to save if 
the Government would get him a 
chance.
